They  have 
boon  trying  to  do  it  in  Europe  for  six  or  eighe  years,  and  they 
nover  have  born  able  to  aocurately  define  "aggressor"  or  "aelf- 
de  fenao . " 

Senator  MoLEAK.  You  stated  that  the  question  ea  to 
whether  aotlon  ia  in  aolf-defonao  or  not,  was  to  be  loft 
entirely  to  tho  government  interested. 

Secretary  KELLOGG.  Left  ontlroly  to  that  government. 

I  know  that  thia  Government,  et  least,  would  never  agree 
to  submit  to  any  tribunal  tha  question  of  so  1" -de fenao ,  and  I 
do  not  think  any  of  them  would.  That  la  one  question  that  was 
ra  iaod  . 

Senator  SWA;.'80N.  Tho  torm  "so  If  -do  fo  neo  "  la  not  oonfined 
to  dofonao  of  any  territory,  but  any  national  may  sand  troops

Did  they  make  any  oommonts  on  that 
speech? 

Yes#  a  good  many  of  th9  governments 
said  that  it  was  a  proper  interpretation  of  the  treaty,  as  you 
will  soe,  and  that  thoy  were  very  glad  to  have  It.
